An ill De- 
ſign makes a Man- riminal when he dos 
no harm, and meaning no ill is in ſome . = 
gree an Excuſe when he does, I own there 
is a negle& of Care and Caution, which 
may ſubject a Man to blame for what He 
did —— Deſign; and to prevent this, 
God allowed even ale who killed a Man: 
unawares to be put under ſome Hardſhips, 
there was a Degree, of Impriſonment and 
Baniſhwent inflicted upon the Manſlayer,. 
but the great Regard due to the Life of 
a Man made that fit; however, this Ex- 
ample of the great Lawgiver may be in- 
ſtructiyve to us, as it has been to our 
Rulers in the Caſe of Blood.
